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THE SALE OF OIL BY WEIGHT. 


On another page of this issue we 
print the third installment of letters 
received in response to our request for 
views upon a proposition to abolish the 
present double standard of measure- 
ment for transactions in oils, and the 
adoption of weight alone as the unit 
upon which price should be based. Thus 
far we have received 69 replies, of 
which 57 were in favor of the propos!- 
tion. A few of these expressed indif- 
ference, but, as they were not in any 
sense opposed, we count them in the af- 
firmative. The 12 negative replies are 
outspokenly opposed to any change. 
From the linseed crushers 9 replies 
were received, but one of which was un- 
favorable to a change, while from cot- 
tonseed mills the affirmative majority 
was as 31 to 4. From oil paint grind- 
ers and varnish makers and distributers 
of vegetable oils 14 favorable and 4 ad- 
verse replies were received, while from 
the manufacturers and dealers in anl- 
mal, fish and mineral oils, out of 7 re- 
plies 3 were opposed to abolishing 
the gauge measurement, or the gallon 
as a unit of price. It must be admitted 
that no stronger argument has _ been 
brought out against the proposed 
change than the mere suggestion of the 
greater convenience in adhering to an 
established standard. But the whole 
opposition comes, we believe, from a 
lack of appreciation of the circum- 
stances which led the Reporter to take 
up the subject. A number of our corre- 
spondents not in the linseed oil trade 
have evidently not had their attention 
called to the fact that some time ago a 
suit was begun at Chicago by a large 
consumer of linseed oil, against a 
crusher, for the recovery of an alleged 
shortage on deliveries of oil extending 
back over a long period. This claim is 
based upon the fact that the laws of 
the State of Illinois make 231 cubic 
inches a gallon, and that quantity of lin- 
seed oil, at average temperature, weighs 
about 734 pounds, while the defendant 
had delivered but the customary 744 
pounds upon its invoiced charges for a 
gallon. No charge of fraud is involved, 
and the claim hinges upon the technical 
validity of the fictitious trade standard. 

Reference to tables of specific gravi- 
ties of different oils at the average tem- 
perature of 60 degrees Fah. shows the 
following comparison of actual weight 
of 281 cubic inches, the standard 
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United States wine gallon, and the ac- 
cepted trade standard of weight for a 
gallon.

It will be seen from these few com- 
parisons that in so far as there are arbi- 
trarily established standards of weight 
for a gallon they are fictitious, and de- 
spite the fact that nobody may be de- 
ceived thereby, there is certainly no 
logical reason for maintaining the 
double standard which decrees that the 
quantity of oil shall first be ascertained 
by weight, and the weight then con- 
verted into a unit for valuation which 
does not agree with the same unit 
when it is measured. The difficulty of 
adjusting computations of variations in 
price to the pound because it would in- 
volve smaller fractions than gallons is 
not, it seems to us, as serious as it has 
been pictured by some of our corre- 
spondents. Price variations are by arbi- 
trary fractions, and vary on different 
commodities. On lard the price is fig- 
ured on a basis of dollars per hundred, 
and the fraction is extended to the third 
decimal, a quotation during the past 
week having been 4.225 dollars per hun- 
dred, or cents per pound. On tallow 
the variation is usually in eighths of a 
cent per pound, though it sometimes 
extends to sixteenths, and the same is 
true of the gallon price of cottonseed 
oil, while linseed oil is rarely quoted in 
fractions of a cent per gallon. The 
uniform adoption of decimal fractions 
and the single unit of weight would give 
a system which, for convenience, uni- 
formity and exactness, would far sur- 
pass the present irregular standard in 
these trades, and would involve no 
change so radical that all branches of 
the trade could not readily adapt them- 
selves to it.

THE RETROACTIVE CLAUSE. 


Washington dispatches to some of the 
New York papers on Monday gave 
some promise of the omission of the 
retroactive clause from the tariff bill 
when reported to the Senate by its Fi- 
nance Committee. This was said to 
have been agreed upon by the majority 
of the committee as a sort of compro- 
mise with the minority to avoid the 
pushing of the Vest resolution declar- 
ing against the legality of Secretary 
Gage’s action in directing the delaying 
of final liquidations until after the pas- 
sage of the law, to permit of the en- 
forcement of its retroactive provisions. 
The rumored agreement is not so thor- 
oughly assured as to entirely relieve the 
uncertainty under which importers 
have been laboring ever since the pas- 
sage of the bill in the House, but it at 
least holds out some encouragement to 
the belief that the Senate committee 
realizes the monstrous character of the 
proposed legislation, backed, as it has 
been, by the official act of the Secre- 
tary. It is not to be credited that Sec- 
retary Gage fully realized the full ef- 
fects of his circular. His record as a 
business man affords no reason for the 
belief that, as an official, he would will- 
fully disregard, for political effect, the 
vital mercantile interests that are af- 
fected by any uncertainty as to the 
cost of goods which are entered for con- 
sumption. iNevertheless, a moment’s 
reflection must make it clear to a man 
of his practical familiarity with mer- 
cantile affairs that the disturbing ele- 
ment of uncertainty which his circular 
has introduced affects not only the 
importer, but every handler of the mer- 
chandise upon which final determina- 
tion of duty has been deferred. 

It was feared at first that the effect 
of this circular must be to call forth 
heavy deposits from importers against 
entries of goods upon which there was 
likely to be an increase of duty, and 
in many cases such a course would 
have proved a very serious financial 
burden. Thus far, however, no such 
action has been taken, and the only 
effect of the order has been to indefi- 
nitely delay liquidation, entries for con- 
sumption being stamped by the Collect- 
or with the condition “Subject to 
change of rates, if required by law.” 
This is in accordance with the instruc- 
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tions in the Secretary’s circular of 
April 5. The instructions to clerks, as 
formulated by the Collector and Naval 
Officer of this port under this circular, 
are as follows: 

The entry clerks will be careful to place 
the stamps mentioned in said circular 
upon the following described entries: 

1. Upon all entries containing invoices 
which show that the goods were pro- 
cured otherwise than by purchase and 
which arrived in the United States after 
April 1, 1897. 

2. Upon all entries containing invoices 
which show that the goods were actually 
purchased, but which were verified by the 
United States Consul on or after April 1, 
1897, unless the bill of lading shows that 
the goods were on board of vessel prior 
to April 1, 1897, 

3. On all entries containing proforma in- 
voices or statements in the form of an in- 
voice, covering goods which arrived after 
April 1, 1807, except those on which it is 
conclusively shown that the merchandise 
was purchased and directed to be shipped 
to the United States prior to April 1, 1897. 
All cases of doubt to be referred to the 
deputy of the division before action. 

4, All invoices on account of which the 
import entry is required to be stamped as 
above will also be stamped for the in- 
formation of the Appraiser, and Naval 
Office copies will be stamped in connection 
with the Collector’s entries. 

5. All entries stamped in the manner 
above directed will be tentatively liqui- 
dated in the Collector’s office, and also in 
the Naval Office, but the stamp of liquida- 
tion and the notification of liquidation will 
be withheld, 

To meet the contingency of advanced 
duties to which they are themselves ex- 
posed by the Treasury circular and the 
pending bill, importers have devised 
various methods of making their own 
prices subject to advancement. Some 
ratherexhaustive agreements havebeen 
framed, but it is doubtful that many 
buyers have been willing to commit 
themselves to transactions in which the 
very essential element of price was an 
indefinitely unknowable quantity. <A 
very simple proviso, which has been 
stamped upon invoices by some of the 
importing houses in the chemical and 
drug trades, is to the following effect: 

Goods above billed have been entered 
after April 1 under present tariff law, and 
are subject to any retroactive clause of 
the proposed tariff. 

Of course, this leaves the price as in- 
definite as a more comprehensive agree- 
ment, but it has the merit, from the 
standpoint of the buyer, of being a con- 
dition to which he has not subscribed, 
and to which his assent might have to 
be proved by a case at law, so that it 
is probably accepted, or at least per- 
mitted to stand on invoices, by many 
buyers who would not sign any equiva- 
lent form of agreement. Unless the re- 
lief afforded by the promised action of 
the Finance Committee is forthcoming, 
the operation of the retroactive clause 
is likely to be provocative of a vast 
amount of litigation, first, to establish 
its own constitutionality, and, next, to 
unravel the complications it has forced 
upon trade.

SHELLAC PRICES AT LOW EBB. 


We publish on another page an ar- 
ticle from a London paper on the situa- 
tion in the shellac market, which is 
quite bullish in character. It is cus- 
tomary to look with suspicion on ar- 
ticles on commercial products that ap- 
pear in financial journals, but, while in 
this case the article in question was no 
doubt inspired, it contained facts which 
cannot be gainsaid. The price of TN 
quality is the lowest that it has been 
in ten years, but whether it will go any 
lower it is difficult to predict, as those 
who are interested in shellac well know. 
At the same time, there is reason to 
believe that bottom has been reached, 
and that there will be a recovery as 
soon as the demand shows any sign of 
improvement. 

It appears that speculation hag been 
practically dormant in London for some 
time, hence the failure some weeks ago 
of the bull operator who had figured 
so prominently in that city for the past 
few years. Furthermore, the Indian 
famine and tight money in India have 
forced the transfer of the Indian stocks 
to London and this country. Natural- 
ly, in the face of dull consuming mar- 
kets, prices declined to the lowest in 
several years. The shipments to the 





United Kingdom and this country show 
an increase since November over the 
corresponding period of last season, 
but there is an improvement in sight, 
if the reports from London of the 
formation of a syndicate are true. With 
a short crop of shellac last year, and 
even the normal demand from consum- 
ers, prices can be advanced very 
readily, especially if a syndicate takes 
hold. In this market the stock is not 
large, according to current reports, and 
there is every indication that there will 
be a shortage in free goods in course of 
time. No fine marks are being offered 
from Calcutta for future shipment, and 
this country is the largest consumer of 
these marks. Business has not been 
active, but with the least sign of im- 
provement prices will stiffen, especially 
if any support is received from London 
or Calcutta.

BANKRUPTCY LEGISLATION. 


The bankruptcy question has been un- 
der consideration in the Senate during 
the past two weeks, and although an 
agreement had been reached to take a 
vote on Thursday last, on the substi- 
tute to the Torrey bill offered by Sena- 
tor Nelson, of Minaesota, the result 
proved a surprise to the friends of the 
Torrey bill, and to the commercial in- 
terests throughout the country. The 
strong indonsement which had been 
given this bill by the verious trade and 
commercial organizations, and the very 
general advocacy of the measure, which 
had made it clear to the legislators at 
Washington that the provisions of the 

orrey bill would meet the requirements 
of a genera] bankruptcy bill, protecting 
alike the interests of the debtor and 
the creditor classes, led to the belief 
that none of its more important pro- 
visions would be materially altered. 
The passage, therefore, of a substitute 
bill which practically provides for vol- 
untery bankruptcy only, has caused 
surprise and indigaait »rotests. 


The substitute bill just passed by the 
Senate provides that any debtor other 
than a corporation owing $200 or more 
who is unable to pay his debts may file 
his petition in the District Court of the 
United States for the district or divis- 
ion in which he resides, asking for a 
discharge from his debts and offering 
to surrender all his property for the 
payment of his debts, except such as 
is exempt by the law of his domicile 
from execution and liability for debts. 
The petitioner shall attach to his peti- 
tion a schedule and list of all his prop- 
erty, exempt and unexempt, and a 
schedule and list of all his creditors 
and the amount and nature of the debts 
due each, ard shall offer to surrender 
all his unex2mpt property for the pay- 
ment of his debts, and shall conclude 
with a prayer for a full discharge from 
his debts and liabilities. The petition 
shall be heard by the Court not less 
than thirty, or more than ninety, days 
from the time it is filed. If the Court 
upholds the petition, the estate of the 
bankrupt is transferred to an assignee 
for settlement. Creditors can resist the 
proceedings before the court on certain 
enumerated grounds of fraud, prefer- 
ence to creditors, etc. Preferences four 
months prior to the filing of the bank- 
ruptcy petition are null and void, and 
transfers of property within six months 
are void. Provision is made for dis- 
tributing the estate among creditors. 
After the settlement the Court gives a 
final hearing, and when all proceedings 
have been regular a final decree is 
given, “discharging and acquitting the 
bankrupt from all his debts and lia- 
bilities due any of the creditors de- 
scribed in the schedule attached to his 
petition, or to any of the creditors who 
may at any time subsequent thereto 
become a party to the proceedings. But 
such discharge shall not include any 
debts or obligations which shall have 
been created in consequence of his de- 
falcation as a public officer or as an 
executor, administrator, guardian or 
trustee, or while acting in any other 
fiduciary capacity, nor any debtor ob- 
ligation to any surety of the bankrupt 
who has paid or may pay any such 
fiduciary debtor any part of it, nor any 
debt or obligation created by the ob- 
taining of moneys or property under 
false pretenses.” 
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The provision as to involuntary bank- 


ruptcy reads: 

“That if any debtor, being a banker, 
broker, merchant, trader or manufac- 
turer, who owes $500 or over, and who is 
unable to pay his debts, shall at any time 
within four months of the time of the 
filing of the petition hereinafter men- 
tioned assign, transfer, convey or in any 
manner voluntarily encumber any of his 
property, with the actual intent and pur- 
pose on his part to prefer or defraud any 
of his creditors, he shall be deemed a 
bankrupt and may be proceeded against 
in a court of bankruptcy, as hereinafter 
provided.”’ 

While the intelligence of the passage 
of this substitute has been received with 
surprise, and has created a feeling of 
profound disappointment in commercial 
circles, it is, nevertheless, a step in the 
direction of the main requirement—a 
uniform bankruptcy law. The passage 
of this bill by the Senate, however, 
need not discourage the supporters of 
the Torrey bill, as it now must come 
before the House, where it will be re- 
ferred to the Committee on the Ju- 
diciary, which is known to be strongly 
in favor of the Torrey bill, and which 
that committee will undoubtedly report 
as a substitute. Only fifty-seven votes 
were polled out of a total of ninety mem- 
bers, and it is believed that the Torrey 
bill has sufficient advocates in both 
houses to secure its final passage. In 
the event, however, that the Torrey 
bill should fail of sufficient support, the 
action of the Senate gives encourage- 
ment to the belief that Congress will, 
during the present session, pass a bank- 
ruptcy bill which, at least, will do away 
with the present conflicting and, in 
many cases, one-sided and unfair State 
laws. Whatever the result, the action 
of the Senate last Thursday may, at 
least, be regarded as a crumb of com- 
fort to the commercial interests of the 
country.

The “‘Apenta” natural aperient water 
drawn from springs at Budapest is 
and has been sold under labels radically 
dissimilar from those used for Hunyadi 
Janos water, or for any other minerat 
water, and such labels are lawful in 
every particular, and the trade will be 


fully protected in the use of the same. 
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It is reported that a large phosphate 
mine has been discovered on the farm 
of Henry Collins, who lives about four 
miles south of Lewisburg, Tenn. S. K. 
Harwell has recently became very fa- 
miliar with the phosphate stones in 
Maury county and he was the first to 
make the discovery. He says that there 
is no doubt about its being a genuine 
phosphate mine and that there are about 
twenty-five acres in the beds, 

Menhaden oil is recommended as a 
remedy against the attacks of the buf- 
falo gnat. Every spring they come in 
the Yazoo delta, and this remedy is ef- 
fectual. These pests continue only for 
a few days, disappearing the first hot 
spell in May. At the same time, if not 
watched, they kill a horse in a short 
time. The oil is applied by greasing 
the ears and other parts of horses and 
mules two or three times daily. 


Messrs. Lever Bros., limited, London, 
issued their report for the year ending 
December 31, 1896, at the beginning of 
the month.

Already ac- 
quainted with the value of quinine, 
phenacetin, salicylate of soda and anti- 
pyrine Dr. Villani was led to employ 
phenocoll owing to the reputation it 
had already obtained in Italy for the 
treatment of malaria, with the result 
that he continued to prescribe phenocoll 
hydrochloride for influenza in prefer- 
ence to the other antipyretics. 

The entire sponge crop of the world, 
the Government of 
France about four or five years ago, 
was a trifle over $2,000,000 per year. 
Of this the product of the Florida fish- 
ery is $350,000 a year, in a good year. 
Out of this product $150,000 worth, or 
thereabouts, is exported, leaving $200,- 
000 to be consumed in the United 
States. Of the entire $2,000,000 this 
country consumes $500,000 worth. De- 
ducting the product of our own fishery, 
this leaves $300,000 to be imported. 
These goods come from Cuba, the West 
India islands and the Mediterranean 
Sea. 


The recent drop in quicksilver mining 
shares is understood to be due in a 
measure to the exceedingly rapid 
growth of the cyanide process of treat- 
ing gold. This has superseded very 
largely the use of quicksilvér, as its 
employment is very cheap, and very 
efficacious. A weak solution of cyanide 
of potassium, as low as 1 per cent. in 
some cases, takes the gold into solution 
from its most refractory ores. From 
this it is precipitated into its metallic 
form largely by the use of metallic 
zine. In this latter process quicksilver 
is sometimes used to gather the par- 
ticles. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court last week gave an important de- 
cision regarding the rights of depart- 
ment stores to sell medicines or drugs 
without the supervision of a registered 
pharmacist. The decision was by Judge 
Goodrich, in Brooklyn, in a test case 
brought by the Pharmaceutical Society 
of Kings County. The individual mem- 
bers of a firm had been found guilty 
in a police court of a misdemeanor in 
selling a bottle of paregoric and a bot- 
tle of quinine. Their conviction was af- 
firmed by the County Court, and its de- 
cision is now upheld by the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court. 


The presence of colza-seed mare in 
linseed or mustard flour may be de- 
tected by boiling 2 or 3 grms. of the 
sample with a solution of 10 grms, of 
salt, 20 grms. of water, and 30 centi- 
grms. of dilute hydrochloric acid. 
Care should be taken not to add the 
powder to the solution until the latter 
has reached the temperature of 70 de- 
grees; on cooling, the mixture is filtered 
and neutralized with sodium carbonate, 
and two or three drops of a 1 per cent.

Charles H. Pleasants started the busi- 
ness in 1877 and incorporated it in July, 
1893, with a capital stock of $100,000, 
which is now $50,000. Bradstreet’s 
took away the company’s rating in Au- 
gust last. The annual report in Janu- 
ary last showed assets, $25,000; liabili- 
ties, $15,000. 


PETROLEUM NOTES. 








Near Cairo, Ritchie county, R. G. Gel- 
lespie’s No, 6 on the H. S. Wilson farm 
is holding up 100 barrels a day, and is 
the best producer in that county. 


The South Penn Oil Company’s No. 1 
on the J. M. Mayfield farm at Conway 
is sixty feet in the sand, and made 
forty-five barrels in the first twelve 
hours after reaching the pay streak. 


Across the river from Clarion, on the 
Wilson lands, the Toby Run Oil Com- 
pany has drilled its important test well 
through the sand and has a duster. 


The Eastern Oil Company and Finne- 
gan have drilled their test on the Maple 
farm, located one-half mile southeast 
of the Blackshere wells, through the Big 
Injun, and have a duster. They will 
drill to the lower sands. 


Shay & Kelley have drilled their well 
on the Rose farm, located a mile north 
of their Blackshere farm producers, 
near Gray's Landing, Greene countv. 
through the Big Injun and have 4 
duster. They are going down to he 
Gordon, 


In the deep sand territory along the 
southern edge of Greene county, J. M. 
Guffey and Guffey & Queen have drilled 
their test on the Kieger farm through 
the Gordon, and have a duster. The lo- 
cation of the well is about two miles 
north of New Freeport. 


The Controller at Chicago has 
charged the petroleum inspector of that 
city with withholding part of the fees 
received. His salary is $3,600 per year, 
and it is charged that the fees collected 
amount to upward of $20,000 per year, 
and the returns have been only $300 to 
$400 per month. 


W. A. McCosh has been appointed by 
the United States Court receiver of the 
oil and gas rights and privileges on the 
100 acres of oil lands known as the 
Lynn Wood farm in Tyler County, 
claimed by the Elk Fork Oil Company, 
and also of the Joel Tuttle farm in the 
same territory claimed by the same 
company. The land is in litigation. 


The oil from the Puenta, Cal., wells 
flows more than forty miles through 
pipes, entirely by force of gravity, to 
reach Chino, where there is a refinery. 
The refinery is really an adjunct of the 
beet sugar factory; originally the oil 
‘was used in crude form for fuel pur- 
poses, but it proved too explosive, and 
so the refinery was built to separate the 
gasoline, refined petroleum and benzine; 
it is the refuse which is burned in the 
factory. 

The Benwood pool in Monroe county 
got anther black eye when the Fisher 
Oil Company drilled in its No. 1 Drum 
located on the west side of the pool, and 
at twenty feet in the sand had found 
neither oil nor gas. There are now but 
five wells in the pool producing 100 bar- 
rels a day or better. The Fisher Oil 
Company’s No. 2 Howell is making 150 
barrels a day; No. 3, 350 barrels, and 
No. 1 Schambach 200 barrels. The 
Liberty Oil Company's Nos. 2 and 3 Mc- 
Farland 100 and 300 barrels, respec- 
tively. 


The rush to the Elk fork territory in 
Tyler County, W. Va., has come to a 
sudden ending, and few are now at- 
tracted to that locality not interested in 
some one or more of the wells drilling 
in the pool. Some of the late wells have 
come in large, but decline very rapidly. 
The first hour’s production of some of 
the wells furnished no reliable estimate 
of what they would be doing ten or 
twelve hours later. The production of 
the pool is much lower than last week. 
The gauges were ag follows: Wood No. 
1, 210 barrels; No. 2, 140 barrels; 
Church lot, 250 barrels; Joy lot, 150 bar- 
rels; school lot, 350 barrels. The 
Nichols & Co. No. 1 Wood was shot, 
and then was making fifty barrels a

| its affiliation with the National Lead 
Company, and the present removal is, 
therefore, its first change of location 
in about fifty-five years. The person- 
nel of the white lead trade has, in the 
mean time, changed so completely that 
it is a notable coincidence that Mr. 
George W. Fortmeyer of the Atlantic 
branch, and who moves with it, makes 
the first business change of his life. 
Mr. Fortmeyer went with the old con- 
cern on Oct. 8, 1855, as an office boy, 
and his entire business career has been 
devoted to its affairs and those of its 
successors. For more than forty-one 
years he has had a desk in the build- 
ing just vacated, and it is not unnatu- 
ral that the abandonment of the old 
quarters, even for those more modern 
and sumptuous, should bring to him a 
tinge of regret. There is no longer 
connected with the white lead business 
any one else who was identified with it 
at all prominently when Mr. Fortmeyer 
took his first position with Robert Col- 
gate & Co., in 1855, and a large num- 
ber of the men who became prominent 
in the business with the growth of cor- 
roding establishments in later years 
and before the work of consolidation 
began, have also retired from the ranks, 
so that, despite the fact that he is not 
yet far along in years, he may regard 
himself as the Nestor of the business. 
The changes that have occurred in the 
distribution of white lead in his expe- 
rience are illustrative of the growth of 
‘the country and the development of the 
industry at the West. At the time 
the Atlantic began corroding the Pa- 
cific coast markets were rapidly as- 
suming great proportions, as a result 
of the mining developments which be- 
gan in 1849, and for many years in the 
early history of the “Atlantic” brand 
from 1,000 to 1,500 tons of that lead 
went annually to San Francisco by the

Hide Powder for the Determination 
of lanuain.* 


BY I. H. YOCUM. 


The hide powder method for the de- 
termination of tannin was described as 
tollows: 

The solids in a tannin solution are de- 
termined by evaporating to dryness and 
weighing, the tannins are removed from 
a separate portion of the solution by 
means of hide, and the remaining non- 
tannin substances determined by evap- 
oration and weighing, the difference 
being the material removed by hide, or 
tannin. While some other of the solu- 
ble constituents of a tanning liquid are 
taken up by the leather, such as a por- 
tion of the coloring matter, etc., it is 
only those that have the tanning prop- 
erty which are completely removed 
when the hide is in excess. A table of 
results obtained by three agricultural 
chemists, working with a modification of 
the method adopted at their recent 
meeting at Washington, showed an 
agreement of results which confirms the 
reliability of the test. The differences 
in solubility of hide powder could be 
corrected by washing the hide before 
adding to the tannin solution, and mak- 
ing a correction for the moisture in the 
hide, while mechanical means of shak- 
ing completes the operation before there 
is time for the production of more solu- 
ble hide. The empirical method of fil- 
tration gives comparable results on the 
soluble solids, and a temperature of 20 
degrees C. for the filtration removes a 
source of error, as the reds go rapidly 
into solution as the temperature rises, 
and vice versa. Testing the non-tannin

Sales of Drugs by Country Stores.

Rapeseed Oil, 


Acting Secretary Howell has made an 
important ruling with regard to the 
method of ascertaining the dutiable 
quantity of rapeseed oil in any given 
importation. In a letter to the Col- 
lector of Customs at Boston Mr. How- 
ell sa7s: 

“The department is in receipt of your 
letter of the 25th ultimo., in regard to 
the alleged difference be tween the prac- 
' tice at New York and your port in as- 
certaining the dutiable quantity of 
rapeseed oil, known as ‘thickened rape- 
seed oil.’ 

“You state that at your port the 
practice on this grade of oil is to com- 
pute the dutiable quantity on a weight 
of 7% pounds to the ‘gallon, or .W30 de- 

grees specific gravity,’ while at New 
York 8 pounds to the gallon is taken 
as the basis, and that your practice is 
in accordance with the department’s 
decision of April 1, 1889 (S. 9,323). 

“In reply, I have to inform you that 
the Collector of Customs at New York 
reports, under date of the Sth inst., that 
it is the practice at that port, when 
rapeseed oil is weighei by the United 
States Weigher, and the actual weight 
per gallon is not returned by the United 
States Appraiser, to divide the net 
number of pounds by 714 for the pur- 
pose of determining the dutiable num-~ 
ber of gallons, as provided by the de- 
partment’s decision above cited, and 
that when the imported quantity is as- 
certained by gauge by the United States 
Guager, duty is assessed on the net 
number of gallons returned by him. 

“The decision provides that the stand- 
ard of 7% pounds to the gallon shall be 
used in all cases ‘where the actual 
weight per gallon or gauge is not as- 
certained,’ and the practice at New 
York appears to be in harmony there- 
with. 

“It is suggested, however, that, as 
the law imposes a specific duty of 10 
cents per gallon on rapeseed oil, the 
quantity should be ascertained by ac- 
tual gauge, whenever practicable, and 
the standard weight per gallon applied 
only in cases where the actual gauge 
has not or cannot be ascertained.”

Progress on the Tariff Bill. 


Washington, April 23, 1897. 
Senator Vest has succeeded in forcing 
the Republican members of the Senate 
Finance Committee to a reluctant 
agreement to strike out the retroactive 
clause of the Dingley bill. A pledge 
has been given that this will be done 
at the proper time, and importers need 
feel no further anxiety even as to the 
' possibility of litigation, 
| The Republican sub-committee en- 
gaged upon the tariff bill has completed 
the first draft of the revision of the 
House bill, and Senators Aldrich, Alli- 
son and Platt are now engaged in the 
very difficult and delicate task of ad- 


justing its provisions so as to meet the 


views of certain Senators whose sup- 
| port is necessary for the passage of the 
bill, and who are known to have very 
definite opinions as to the proper treat- 
ment of certain industries. In pursu- 
ing this work the Republican members 
of the Senate have been invited to ap- 
pear before the Finance Committee and 
present oral or written statements, 
| including such amendments as_ they 
desire to have incorporated in the 
House bill. At least half the Repub- 
lican Senators have accepted this invi- 
tation, and have left with the com- 
mittee bulky documents containing the 
details of the changes desired and ar- 
guments in support thereof. 

So far as the oil, paint and drug 
trades are concerned, the suggestions 
made by the Senators are all in the di- 
rection of advances in the rates of duty 
or embrace the removal of certain arti- 
cles from the free list to the dutiable. 
This includes such products as bleach- 
ing powder, on which a duty of $5 per 
ton is asked; gypsum, the producers of 
which want a tax of $2 per ton; crude 
coal tar, which is sought by certain gas 
companies to be made dutiable, and 
other heavy products the manufactur- 
ers of which claim that they are so far 
from the market in the West that ocean 
freights do not operate as sufficient 
protection. 

The committee is receiving these sug- 
gestions with very little favor, and, 
instead of increasing the duties, is cut- 
ting them down. The chemical sched- 
ule generally is understood to have been 
reduced by a small] fraction on the ma- 
jority of items which were increased by 
the Dingley bill, the general policy be- 
ing to cut off 25 per cent. of the addi- 
tional protection provided by the House 
The heavy products now on the 
free list will remain there, and it is 
understood that the committee has 
voted not to accede to the request that 























































has been made to place whole spices 
on the dutiable list. The request re- 
garding spices was supported by an ar- 
gument on the score of the revenue to 
be thus derived, but the committee, so 
far, has declined to take the desired 
action. 


There is good authority for the state- 
ment that in the bill as reported there 
will be no discrimination in favor of 
naphthazarin black, and in this connec- 
tion the committee igs now considering 
the advisability of placing all the coal 
tar dyes together either on the free or 
dutiable list. They will certainly be 
treated alike, with the possible excep- 
tion of the alizatin dyes, and the com- 
mittee is now rather inclined to modi- 
fy its previous policy of discriminating 
in favor of a line of products which 
would never have been made free but 
for the fact that they were intended as 
substitutes for the product of a plant 
which could not be raised in the United 
States. The committee has been inter- 
ested in the editorial exposition of this 
question made in last week’s Re- 
porter, especially in view of the oppor- 
tunity afforded to secure a very sub- 
stantial increase in revenue by making 
all coal tar dyes dutiable. 


Though the committee is guarding 
the new bill with great care, it is un- 
derstood that the provision allowing a 
rebate of duty on imported tin plate 
when re-exported will be restored. The 
tin-plate makers have been represented 
here by Mr. Cronemeyer, of the Pitts- 
burgh Association, who has been in- 
defatigable in his efforts to keep the 
rebate clause out of the bill, but, in 
face of the enormous number of pro- 
tests from thousands of industries 
throughout the country, his influence 
has not been as powerful in the Senate 
as in the House. Indications now point 
to a vote on the bill between June 2U 
and July 1, and although the prospect 
is obscured by numerous difficulties and 
embarrassments, the Republican lead- 
ers do not doubt that the bill will be 
passed by a majority of two or three 
votes.

Insurance Notes. 


The New York Assembly has passed 
a bill to place Lloyds associations un- 
der the supervision of the Insurance 
Department. It now goes to the Gov- 
ernor for his action. 

In the Massachusetts House a bill to 
prohibit fire companies from adding the 
co-insurance clause to the standard fire 
policy came up. After a long discus- 
sion the bill was amended by adding 
the words: “Unless the assured shall 
have assented thereto in writing.” The 
amended bill went through, 83 to 59. 

The Senate to-day passed Senator 
Ahearn’s bill amending the insurance 
law relative to credit guarantee cor- 
porations. It places foreign companies 
on the same basis with domestic com- 
panies so as to prohibit advertising as 
assets anything not held for the sole 
and exclusive risk of the company. The 
Senate also passed Senator Ahearn’s 
bill amending section 7, subdivision 10, 
of the insurance law, so as to enable 
credit guarantee companies to carry on 
one line of casualty business. 
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When and by Whom Was Petroleum 
Introduced as an Article 
of Commerce ? 
(Conclusion.) 


The writer has to offer but a few 
brief remarks in concluding the arti- 
cles furnished the Reporter in elucida- 
tion of the facts presented in answer 
to the caption of the various articles 
which have been published.

Weeks. And here allow me to say 
that Prof. Day is a gentleman of en- 
tire competency in his line of duty, and 
a gentleman of the highest honor. 
Through Prof. Day, to whom Mr. 
Weeks’ documents and papers were re- 
turned after his death, I received a 
mass of documents, printed and writ- 
ten, with vouchers furnished by me, 
that entirely enlightened Mr. Weeks as 
to all the facts that have been under 
discussion. Now, while it is no busi- 
ness of mine to present apologies for 
the special agent’s statistician of pe- 
troleum, as men do not act without an 
object in view, and Mr. Weeks being 
a citizen of P.ttsburgh, in the vicinity 
of which the oil wells existed from 
which I obtained the first petroleum, 
he seems to have been impelled by a 
desire that, while several individuals 
had been engaged in petroleum busi- 
ness as a medical application, and a 
Mr. Samuel N. Kier had been quite 
prominent in efforts to utilize petro- 
leum (but with entire failure, as fully 
discussed in previous writing), to give 
to Pittsburgh and to a Pittsburgh man 
the credit of the origination of this 
business—at least, in a remote degree— 
which matter is fully discussed and dis- 
posed in this series of articles, es- 
pecially by the letter of Mr. Holmes, to 
whom Mr. Kier paid a liberal sum to 
instruct him in refining petroleum over 
two years after I had established the 
business fully.

The stopping of shipments from the 
other side since April 1, owing to the 
retroactive clause of the tariff bill now 
pending in Congress, has put an end to 
orders for forward delivery, and the 
prospect that the Senate may drop or 
modify this feature has as yet been 
without influence. Spot stocks are re- 
ceiving rather more attention from 
grinders, who are getting ready for 
the spring campaign, and in some lines 
trade has been quite active since our 
last. The recent spell of freezing 
weather has put a check upon the con- 
suming demand, but as buyers general- 
ly are believed to be short of stock an 
early improvement in business, based 
on actual spring requirements of con- 
sumption, is looked for. Prices as a 
rule are steady, there having been no 
important changes in either direction 
during the week except in the foreign 
lead products, which are considerably 
higher for forward, chiefly because of 
the high rates of freight demanded from 
the other side. 


WHITE LEAD.—Trade the past few 
days has revived very much, especially 
since the announcement was made that 
the retroactive clause in the tariff bill 
will either be repealed or modified by 
the Senate. All makes of foreign leads 
ave been advanced from Ke. to ec. 
per Ib. on future arrivals of either Ger- 
man or English makes. Prices abroad 
nave advanced several points, owing 
to the large demand for prompt ship- 
ment. The arrivals here the past few 
weeks have been unusually large, the 
bulk of which has gone into the chan- 
nels of consumption, so that for a 
while to come trade in these brands in 


s 


first hands no doubt will be slow. For 
the old-established brands Tc. is now 
named, while for those not so well 


known the price ranges from 64@6'\c., 
as to make and size of the order. Do- 
mestic is fairly active, though trade so 
far his spring is not up to the average 
of past years. The general impression 
around the trade is that no marked 
activity may be looked for in the paint 
trade before fall, as it will probably be 
July before the tariff question is defi- 
nitely settled. Then the warm weather 
will be upon’ us, together with the 
usual summer dullness. The mixed 
paint trade as a whole are hopeful as 
regards the future, and are drawing 
freely upon their dry lead contracts, 
and are busy stocking up preparatory 
to the expected fall demand. Corroders 
in this section continue their regular 
schedule of prices, and see no reason 
to change in the present state of the pig 
lead market. It all depends on what 
course the raw metal may pursue. For 
the present the price list recently issued 
by the National Lead Company remains 
in force: ‘“‘We quote, subject to change 
without notice, white lead, dry or in 
oil, red lead and litharge, in kegs: In 
lots of less than 600 pounds and over, 
5l4c.; dry white lead in barrels, 4c. per 
pound less than price in kegs; red lead 
and litharge in barrels and half-barrels, 
Wc. per pound less than price in kegs;

Oleomargarine Under State Control 


Washington, April 23, 1897. 

Senator Proctor has presented in the 
Senate a _ bill to make oleomargarine 
subject to the laws of the State or Terri- 
tory in which it may be transported. 
This bill is intended to remove the dif- 
ficulty in the way of establishing re- 
and police regulations on an 
article which, as the subject of inter- 
commerce, cannot now be reached by 


State legislation. Mr. Proctor’s bill is 
as follows: 
“Be it enacted by the Senate and 


House of Representatives of the United 
States of America, in Congress assem- 
bled, that all articles known as oleo- 
margarine, butterine, imitation butter 
or imitation cheese, or any substance 
the semblance of butter or cheese 


not made exclusively of pure and un- 
adulterated milk or cream, transported 
into and State or Territory, and remain- 
ing therein for use, consumption, sale or 
storage therein, shall, upon arrival with- 


| in the limits of such State or Territory, 


be subject to the operation and effect 
of the laws of such State or Territory 
enacted in the exercise of its police 
powers to the same extent, and in the 
Same manner, as though such articles or 
substances had been produced in such 
State or Territory, and shall not be 
exempt therefrom by reason of being 
introduced therein in original packages 
or otherwise: Provided, That nothing in 
this act shall be construed to permit 
any State to forbid the manufacture or 
sale of oleomargarine in a separate and 
distinct form, and in such manner as 
will advise the consumer of its real 
character, free from coioration or in- 
gredient that causes it to look like but- 
ter.”*

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A Spurious Balsam of Tolu. 

BY J. OLDHAM BRAITHWAITE. 
Numerous instances of the sophis- 
tication of tolu balsam have been re- 
ported on various occasions; in one 


sample Mattison indicated the presence 


of storax (Liquidambar orientale); lat- 
er, Naylor reported on a balsam of un- 
known botanical origin, imported as 
tolu. balsam, and recently another 
sophisticated sample, consisting, ap- 
parently, of the admixture of some for- 
eign resin, possibly copaiba resin with 
genuine tolu, was reported on by my- 
self. 

Tolu has lately attained a high price, 
and the scanty supply of genuine bal- 
sam has been augmented by heavy ar- 
rivals of the substance under notice. 

This has a soft consistence, is very 
sticky, especially when chewed, and 
shows only an occasional crystal when 
examined by the microscope, either in 
its normal condition or after hardening 
by exposure on the water bath. It 
was noticed that during this heating, 
and more markedly at a higher tem- 
perature, the resinous portion assumed 
a much darker red color than genuine 
balsam similarly treated. Extracted 
with successive quantities of boiling 
water, it wielded 1.15 per cent. of crys- 
talline acid on cooling. 


water, each fraction melting sharply 
at 133 degrees C., and consisting whol- 
ly of cinnamic acid. A sample of gen- 
uine balsam similarly extracted with 
boiling water gave 4.2 per cent. of cin- 





This acid was 
fractionally crystallized from boiling 





namic acid. On distilling a portion of 
the balsam with water, the odor of the 
distillate was not markedly different 
from that of tolu, but contained dis- 
tinctly more of a fragrant volatile oil 
and less cinnamic acid. Treated with 
bisulphide of carbon, 61.4 per cent. was 


soluble. On evaporating the solvent this 
portion was left as a fragrant brown, 
transparent, viscid mass. Its total 
acid number when saponified with al- 


coholic potash was 278. 


When extracted with carbon bisul- 
phide genuine tolu balsam leaves a per- 
fectly crystalline white residue, con- 
Sisting almost entirely of cinnamic 
acid; the total acid number of this resi- 
due does not fall below 300. It is evi- 
dent that the balsam cannot be con- 
sidered as the unmixed or partially ex- 
hausted product of Myroxylon toluife- 
ra; experiments have been made with 
storax and with a specimen of Liquid- 
ambar styraciflua (of which a sample 
was kindly placed at my disposal from 
the Society’s Museum by Mr. Holmes), 
and also with coniferous resins, but in 
no case do the results obtained -by rela- 
tive treatment with solvents, distilla- 
tion, or saponification throw any light 
on the nature of the substitution. 


It seems probable that a balsam 
agreeing in some respects with the 
genuine article, but differing markedly 
in others, has been substituted in this 
instance for true balsam of Myroxylon 
toluifera. Since, however, its physical 
and chemical characters are quite dis- 
tinct from those given in the British or 
any other pharmacopoeia, it should not 
not be employed for pharmaceutical 
purposes.—Pharm, Journal.

“Please receive my congratulations 
for your efforts in pursuing that too 
much needed reform. The adoption of 
weight instead of volume is not only de- 
sirable for oil, but is felt a necessity 
for all kinds of goods, liquid or solid. 
Furthermore, it is the only method uni- 
versally accepted as accurate, and the 
simplest for calculations and manipu- 
lations of all kinds. Hence, to adopt the 
common pound as a standard of weight 
instead of the up-to-date metric system, 
means the replastering of an old isolat- 
ed, decaying wall, beaten by the winds 
of the four cardinal points of the globe, 
and unable to stand up by itself. When 
one considers that all the civilized na- 
tions of the world, including the United 
States, have adopted and legalized the 
whole systeme metrique; that, unani- 
mously, the scientific associations, pro- 
fessions and high and primary schools 
of the country endeavor to generalize 
its adoption, and that the largest part 
of cottonseed oil produced in the United 
States is exported to Europe, Central 
and Southern America, where the sys- 
teme metrique is in usage since its dis- 
covery (England excepted, though plen- 
ty of trade jis transacted nowadays 
there in grammes and kilogs., and 
adopted by scientific associations); and 
furthermore, since a long time, cotton- 
seed meal for export is quoted by the 
long ton, which practically means 1,000 
kilogs., should it not be retrogading in 
not passing at once the rubicon and 
recognizing the universal adoption of 
the systeme metrique as the only pos- 
sible way to keep pace, in commercial 
relations, with all the civilized coun- 
tries of the world, and to adopt the 
kilog. not only as a unit upon which 
prices should be based for oils of all 
kinds, but to extend that unit, multi- 
ples and sub-multiples, to all kinds of 
goods, solid or liquid?”

“It has been our opinion for some time 
that the double standard should be 
abolished and that of weight be adopt- 
ed.

I am a strong believer in selling every- 
thing by weight when practicable, as 
there are a great many commodities 
that sell by various customs, and some 
of them sold at a loss instead of a 
profit, particularly when bought by 
weight and sold by measurement, Still, I 
do not think this would apply to cot- 
tonseed oil, either crude or refined. If 
I were to sell oil by the pound I can see 
no money in it, if it is the custom, or 
even if it is not the custom. I can 
contract my products by the pound, ton, 
gallon or any other way, so the two 
parties buying and selling under- 
stand the trade, and it is certainly a 
legal transaction, but custom makes the 
legality of a trade usually, as, for in- 
stance, corn .neasurement, either by 
weight, bushel or barrel measurement, 
the same with meal, the manufactured 
article. Will a bushel] of meal at all 
times weigh a right bushel? I think not, 
but this difference would not apply to 
cottonseed oil to such a great extent; 
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still there is no doubt in my mind but 
oil varies in weight as much as any 
other commodity, if properly investi- 
gated, as some oil will weigh more to 
the gallon than others.

The Free Alcohol Test Case. 
Washington, April 23, 1897. 

After nearly three years of persistent 
effort the claimants in the free alcohoi 
test cases have at last secured the con- 
sent of the Attorney-General to set 
day for the trial of the Dunlap test case, 
and as the Court of Claims makes it an 
almost uniform practice to comply with 
the requests preferred by both parties 
in important cases, especially where the 
question is of long standing, it is ex- 
pected that the motion of claimant’s 
counsel to set May 4 for the hearing of 
the case will be favorably answered. 

The motion is provisionally con- 
curred in by defendants,. but as the 
counsel for claimant have given notice 
of the taking of further testimony, de- 
fendant’s counsel reserve the right to 
withdraw concurrence, if necessary. 

It is believed that the Dunlap case can 
be heard and argued in three or four 
days, so that it will be possible to sub- 
mit it to the court by the end of the 
first week in May. This will still leave 
nearly six weeks of the present term, 50 
that a decision can easily be handed 
down before adjournment, This is high- 
ly important, as an appeal will be taken 
to the United States Supreme Court, no 
matter whether the Government or the 
claimant wins, and it is highly desirable 
that the appeal should be argued as 
early as possible in the ‘October term. 
In view of the importance of the case 
there is no doubt that the Supreme 
Court will advance it without regard to 
the condition of the docket, and it is 
therefore possible that a final decision 
may be had before the end of the year.

Oil in California is found invariably 
in the same formation, but the borer 
may frequently have the formation 
without the oil. This formation is sand, 
limestone and shale. The oil is usually 
protected by a limestone cap. 


A peculiarity of these oil bodies is 
the great depth at which they lie. They 
are found at from 3,000 to 5,000 feet 
below the surface, and the bodies at the 
greatest depths are usually the largest 
and the lightest oil in character. 


While penetrating these strata the 
prospector may pass through successive 
oil bodies. In the district from Sespee 
to Tar Creek there have been found as 
many as five bodies of oil in one well, 
lying at different strata. 


The character of the oil differs from 
that found in the oil fields of the East. 
The base of Pennsylvania oil is paraf- 
fine; here itis asphalt. At Puente elev- 
en wells have been sunk during the 
last four months that are almost simi- 
lar to the petroleum wells of Bradford 
and that region. They have a good 
paraffine base, and the refined oil from 
them is coming into great demand. One 
of these petroleum wells at Puente pro- 
duces twenty-eight barrels of oil a day, 
and its owner (a former Buffalo man, 
by the way) is about to sink more wells 
near by. The asphalt is a valuable 
product, and, extracted from the oil, is 
almost pure. It is largely used as a 
roofing material, to coat iron pipes, and 
for many like uses. It is about 75 per 
cent carbon, yet it does not make a 
fuel. It is too compact to allow of 
ready combustion by fire, and its sticky 
character makes it disagreeable and 
difficult to handle. The heavier oils 
are therefore used for extracting the 
asphalt, the lighter properties being 
driven off. The higher grades of oil 
are used, however, entirely for fuel. All 
steam boilers in Los Angeles are heated 
by this fuel. The railroads use thou- 
sands of barrels of it. As a fuel the 
oil has many advantages over coal.— 
Buffalo Express.

LINSEED OIL.—The marked _ re- 
covery in the price of seed has 
strengthened the position of crushers, 
although the market has been a little 
disturbed by offerings of State oil made 
on the break in seed last week, at a 
price equal to about 2914c. here. A 
sale of Western, in tank, was reported 
to have been made at about the same 
basis, but these are exceptional in- 
stances, and it has not been possible to 
pick up any considerable quantity of 
any out-of-town makes below 3l1c. dur- 
ing the past week.

We have had a strange market. It 
has advanced and become very firm in 
the face of weak and declining mar- 
kets for lard and tallow, and also in 
spite of large foreign stocks and mod- 
erate export takings here. As intimated 
in our advices of last week, we think 
the very small supplies of prime and 
choice oils in this country are begin- 
ning to tell, for, while total sales this 
week are about 5,000 bblis., 3,500 bbls. 
at least of these are for home con- 
sumption, and needed to replenish de- 
pleted s:ocks. Most of above sales were 
at 23%4c. f. o. b. for prime summer yel- 
low, though, as already stated, only a 
small percentage is for export. The 
demand for butter grades is very 
much better, and is a quite encourag- 
ing feature. Crude is scarce of a 
prime quality, as most of that now 
arriving is off, owing to high fatty 
acid test, though generally good in 
color. May lard in Chicago has de- 
clined to 4.10c., while tallow here is 
rather weak at 3c. Receipts of cot- 
ton oil at this point for the week, in- 
cluding through shipments for export, 
are 6,023 bbls. 





Cocoanut Oils, Ete. 


CEYLON.—The market is firmer in 
all positions. Early in the week the 
available stock at dock was closed out 
at 5c., about 50 tons being taken at 
this.

Hehner’s Bromine Tests of Oils.*

The following comparative results 
were obtained by the bromo-thermal 
and bromo-gravimetric tests of oils, the 
experiments being conducted under the 
conditions laid down by Hehner and 
Mitchell in the Analyst of March and 
July, 1805. The figures are compared 
with the iodine values of the oils as 
determined by the Hubl process: 

For the bromo-thermal tests a vacu- 
um-jacketed tube was used, The iodine 
values of the oils are derived by multi- 
plying the rise of temperature in de- 
grees C. by 5.7, the factor for the par- 
ticular tube, etc., used in the experi- 
ments. In the gravimetric process the

percentage increase of weight of the oil 
after bromination—i. e., the bromine 
value—is converted into the iodine value 
by using the factor 1.587 (equals 127- 
80). 

In the gravimetric experiments the 
brominated oils were dried first for 
five hours in the water oven, say at 97 
degrees C., and afterward for a further 
10 hours in an oil oven regulated to 
125 degrees C., successive weighings 
being taken after each hour’s exposure. 
The deportment of the oils during dry- 
ing is shown in the following table, in 
which the weights found after stated 
intervals have been calculated to iodine

In the bromo-gravimetric estimations, 
the figures derived from the increase of 
weight after three and five hours’ dry- 
ing at 97 degrees C., when the chloro- 
form and excess of bromine may be as- 
sumed to have been expelled, agree 
fairly well with those obtained by the 
Hubl and thermal processes. The 
hourly weighings, however, showed a 
steady decrease of weight throughout 
the whole exposure, and even after the 
fifteen hours the loss in the case of the 
rape oil was 4 mgrms., which, on the 
1.5 grm. of sample taken, corresponds 
to a loss of 0.3 in the iodine value per 
hourly weighing. The loss in the case 
of the other oils was somewhat greater. 
It was difficult, therefore, to ascertain 
when the oils had approached  suffi- 
ciently nearly to a constant weight to 
permit the factor being applied to con- 
vert to the iodine value. The bromi- 
nated oils do not seem to be quite sta- 
ble at the drying temperatures, 

In the following table the thermal 
iodine values of a series of oils are 


































































half of the chloroform is replaced by a 
saturated chloroformic solution of 
iodine—this being used in place of bro- 
mine—the rise of temperature (only a 
few degrees) is very slow, but after a 
couple of minutes the whole solution 
rapidly thickens to a stiff elastic jelly. 
This effect with iodine was not noticed 
in the case of any other of the oils in 
the list, which all remained clear and 
perfectly fluid. Bromine has not this 
thickening effect on the oil in chloro- 
form solution, 

In determining the specific tempera- 
ture reactions, the oils were, when nec- 
essary, diluted with a thin mineral oil. 
The Japanese wood oil acted in a way 
quite distinct and characteristic; as 
soon as the first drops of sulphuric 
acid fell into the oil, a dark, tough clot 
formed, which so clogged the thermom- 
eter that stirring soon became impossi- 
ble. When one part of the oil was dis- 
solved in four parts of mineral oil, it 
became just possible to continue the 
stirring after the addition of the sul- 
phuric acid, and soon the clotted mass 
dispersed again and dissolved in the 
mineral oil.—Journal Society of Chemi- 
cal Industry.

It will be seen that there is a general 
agreement between the Hubl iodine 
values (column 1) and those calculated 
from the thermal rise on bromination 
(column 2). Pronounced exceptions are 
found, however, in the case of the two 
blown oils, and also in the case of the 
Japanese wood oil. These oils also 
form exceptions in the specific tempera- 
ture reactions, which otherwise gener- 
ally show increasing values as_ the 
iodine values rise. Check determina- 
tions of these three oils were made by 
both the Hubl and thermal methods, 
but the fresh results tallied closely with 
the earlier determinations. Thinking 
that the abnormal calculated iodine 
values for these oils may really corre- 
spond to abnormal bromine values 
which in these instances may not be 
comparable with the iodine values, fur- 
ther tests were made with them by the 
bromo-gravimetric method. The per- 
centage increase of weight, after bromi- 
nation and drying for five hours at 97 de- 
grees C., was calculated to iodine vatl- 
ues, and gave forthe blown cotton oil 
83.6, for the blown rape oil 75.8, and 
for the Japanese wood oil 189. The 
figures for the blown oils seem to sup- 
port the suggestion that the action of 
bromine is more extensive than the 
iodine of Hubl solution, The low re- 
sult obtained by the thermal method 
for Japanese wood oil remains, how- 
ever, unexplained, but is probably due 
to peculiarities of constitution. 

It is noteworthy that the differences 
in the case of Japanese wood oil disap- 
pear when the fatty acids are exam- 
ined. These gave an iodine value by 
-Hubl method of 150.1 and by bromo- 
thermal method of 148.3. 

If an experiment be arranged with 
the Japanese wood oil as though for

Special Meeting of the N. Y. Section 
of the American Chemical Society. 


Eighty-five members of the American 
Chemical Society assembled in the 
museum lecture room of the College of 
the City of New York to hear the paper 
by Dr. E. K. Dunham on “The Value of 
Bacteriological Examination of Water” 
last Friday evening. 

Dr. C. B, Dudley, president of the so- 
ciety, presided, and, with a few excep- 
tions, the specialists who had been in- 
vited were present to take part in the 
discussion, which was opened by 
Dr, W. T. Sedgwick, director of the 
Biological Laboratory of the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology. Dr. J. 
J. Kinyoun of the United States Marine 
Hospital Service, Dr. W. P. Mason of 
the Troy Polytechnic Institute, Dr. A. 
R. Leeds of Stevens’ Institute and oth- 
ers expressed their views, and gave 
testimony to the interdependence of 
both chemical and _ bacteriological 
methods in the study of a water supply. 

An important point strongly insisted 
upon by Dr. Sedgwick is the necessity 
for a personal investigation of the 
source from which a sample of water 
is obtained, and he advises the chemist 
and bacteriologist to refuse to report 
without personal investigation of the 
supply, unless, perhaps, when the wa- 
ter is evidently and unmistakably bad. 

The next regular meeting of the sec- 
tion will be held on May 7.

While it is claimed that general trade 
shows a gratifying degree of improve- 
ment, in the lines of trade repre ented 
by the Reporter, with the exception of 
paints aud some of the oils, business 
has been discouragingly dull.

Tariff Protests and Appeals. 
Washington, April 23, 1897. 


The wide publicity given to the de- 
tailed schedules of the Dingley bill by 
the Oil, Paint & Drug Reporter has 


served to bring to the Senate Finance | 


Committee a larger number of more 
specific and definite statements in the 
form of protests than were ever re- 
ceived by a Senate committee engaged 
in the revision of a House bill. Manu- 
facturers have had an opportunity of 
examining the items of the various 


schedules of interest to the oil g 
oll, paint | at 1c, (which is the present rate) for 


and drug trade, and they have also en- 
joyed an opportunity to analyze the 
statements laid before both House and 
Senate committees. As a result the 
communications now reaching the Fi- 
nance Committee are based upon accu- 
rate knowledge as to the character of 
the tariff bill in its present status, and 
afforded the Finance Committee the 
most reliable data as to the attitude of 
the trade toward the proposed changes 
in the present law. 


The importers and consumers of 
bronze powders and metal leaf are urg- 
ing the committee to reduce the duties 
fixed by the House, which, it is claimed, 
impose a heavy tax on American manu- 
facturers for the benefit of a compara- 
tively small industry. A communica- 
tion has been received by the committee 
from Schwanbeck Brothers of Detroit 
on this subject, as follows: 

“We understand that under the Ding- 
ley, or new tariff, bill, now before the 
Senate, and as already passed by the 
House of Representatives, it is proposed 
to increase the tax or duty 100 per cent. 
‘on bronze powders, metal, aluminum 
and silver leaf. The passage of this 
additional tax on the articles mentioned 
‘above will be an injustice and hardship 
upon the American manufacturers of 
moldings, picture frames, etc., from the 
fact that these materials are not manu- 
factured to any extent to form an in- 
‘dustry in the United States, and we are 
compelled to look to Germany for al- 
most our entire supply. 

“We furthermore believe that no 
American capital or labor can be in- 
‘duced to build up an industry in these 
materials, from the fact that attempts 
were made under the so-called Mc- 
Kinley tariff act of 1890, which, how- 
ever, failed, and owing to the high tax 
caused the reduction of wages of labor, 
as we were unable to advance the 
prices of our manufacturers, 

“We therefore most respectfully and 
earnestly solicit your support and influ- 
ence to have these materials brought in 
‘Free,’ or at least kept at same rate 
under which they are imported, under 


would save to the American manufac- 
turers $500,000 each year, and would be 
a great step toward enabling us to com- 
pete for foreign trade, from which we 
are now shut out.”

There are two grades of crude glycer- 
ine; one produced from soap lye, the 
other from tallow used in candle man- 
ufacture. The quality of the latter, 
which contains very little salt, is much 
higher than the quality of the soap lye 
erude, and the cost of production of 
the soap lye crude is greater than the 
other. We would therefore ask that 
the rate on crude glycerine be fixed 


crude containing not less than 3 per 
cent. of salt or other impurities; and at 
134c. per pound for crude containing 
less than 3 per cent. of salt or other 
impurities. And we should also ask 
that the rate on refined glycerine be in- 
creased to 34c. per pound to make it 
more nearly in accord with the in- 
creased rate on the crude. ee 
“We trust that you will give this mat- 
ter careful consideration, and that you 
may agree with us that the changes, 
which we ask, are desirable ones.” 


The alkali makers are joining forces 
for the purpose of securing more pro- 
tection, especially for ammonia alkali. 
In their campaign, several Syracuse 
manufacturers have prepared the fol- 
lowing brief statement, signed by W. 
B. Cogswell, and addressed to every 
member of the Senate: 

“Your attention is called to the com- 
petition the alkali makers of this coun- 
try have to contend with. I quote from 
the Chemical Trade Journal of Eng- 
land, of March 27, 1897: ss 


“*Ammonia alkali is now for home 
trade maintained at the advanced quo- 
tation of £3 17s. 6d. ($18.75) per ton, 
f. o. b. makers’ works, export prices 
ranging from £1 17s. 6d. ($9) to £2 5s. 
($11).’ 

“The writer knows of a shipment of 
500 tons having been sold in Phila- 
delphia in March, 1897, that could not 
have netted over £1 2s, 6d. ($5.60) in 
Liverpool, or £1 ($5) at the works. 
The price for ‘home trade’ is main- 
tained by agreement. This ash was 
sold for export at $13 per ton less 
than the combination price for ‘home 
trade.’ ” 


Many protests have reached the Fi- 
nance Committee concerning the duties 
on mineral waters provided in the 
Dingiey bill, and a sharp contest has 
been precipitated between the bottle 
manufacturers and the importers of the 
various waters.

The 
United States usually is an exporter of 
tallow, and not an importer. In fact, 
only once during the past sixty years, 
under exceptional circumstances, has 
tallow been imported into this country. 
There is therefore no revenue to be de- 
rived from a duty on tallow in all prob- 
ability, and, of course, the protection is 
for the same reason of no effect. The 
only effect that we can see by the 
adoption of a duty would be that it 
might give an opportunity to the large 
packing houses of the country, who pro- 
duce about 90 per cent. of the tallow, 
to raise the price unnaturally, and thus 
force the soap manufacturers to pay an 
unnecessarily high price for their tal- 
low, and through them force the con- 
suming public to pay an unnecessarily 
high price for their soap. It might also 
work to enable those large packers, who 
have lately gone into the soap business, 
to take an unfair advantage of the 
regular soap manufacturer. For these 


reasons we earnestly request that tal- 
low may be left on the free list.

“Bottles.—If natural mineral waters 
should escape the high duty of $1.67 to 
$2.50 per case in the liquid schedule, 
it would still have to face the proposal 
of a duty of about $1 to $1.50 on its 
bottles in (the glass schedule, which 
treats filled bottles as if they were new 
bottles. 

“Bottles in which natural mineral 
table waters are imported cannot com- 
pete when empty with new bottles man- 
ufactured in the United States. What- 
ever such bottles may have cost 
originally, whatever the duty paid upon 
them when imported, the small propor- 
tion which are sold when empty are al- 
ways sold to the junkman, and, owing 
to their unmarketable condition, for a 
very low price. The majority of such 
bottles do not come into the market at 
all, while the bottles in which the 
medicinal mineral waters are imported 
are of a shape which renders them 
quite useless when empty. 


“The bottle manufacturers are unrea- 
sonable, therefore, in asking that filled 
bottles should be treated in the tariff 
exactly as if they were new bottles im- 
ported for sale. Congress has repeat- 
edly considered and dismissed this 
claim upon unanswerable argumen‘s, as 
will be found in the Congressional Rec- 
ord, vol. 60, pp. 1272, 1340; vol. 60, p. 
2962, etc. (February, 1883). 


“It was stated to the Committee of 
Ways and Means, at Washington, on 
the 8th of January, 1897, by Mr. Ed- 
gar A. Agord of Streator, Ill, of the 
Green Glass Workers’ Association, that 
the average cost in America of making 
bottles amounts to $3.55 per average 
gross, quarts and pints. 


“The duty proposed on all mineral 
waters is equal to $4.20 per average 
gross, quarts and pints, while the duty 
proposed upon bottles, large and small, 
is equal to $2.60 per average gross, 
quarts and pints. 

“It is evident that even the latter fig- 
ure is far too large merely as a pro- 
tective duty on an article which costs 
$3.55, and which is already protected 
by the cost of production in Europe, the 
cost of transport, and the fact above 
mentioned that the vast proportion of 
filled imported bottles do not come into 
competition for employment when 
empty. 

“The present duty upon imported bot- 
tles is equal to $1.64 per average gross, 
quarts and pints, and it is sufficiently 
shown above to be adequate for pro- 
tection and revenue alike, amounting 
to nearly 50 per cent. of what is stated 
by Mr. Agord to be the average cost of 
production in the United States,

“T desire to call your attention to an 
industry which has lately been com- 
menced in the Territory of New Mexico 
as well as in Arizona and Texas. It is 
the industry of obtaining the extract of 
the canaigre root. This extract is used 
for tanning, and is regarded as the 
best article in the market for the pur- 
pose. It has, however, a competitor in 
what is known as gambier. This lat- 
ter product is produced in Singapore 
and imported into the United States. 
About 80 per cent. of the import, as 1 
am informed by those producing the 
extract-.of canaigre, is used in tanning 
leather, the remainder being used by 
silk manufacturers as a mordant in 
dyeing, except a small per cent- used 
in medicine. Both the leather and silk 
trades are protected by a tariff, and no 
objection should be made to a tariff on 
gambier, as it forms a very small part 
of the cost of their goods. Tanners 
do not use gambier exclusively, but 
only in combination with bark or other 
materials, and then only to the extent 
of about 5 per cent. of the cost of tan-

I have a letter from 
B. Allaire, president of the Tan- 
ning Extract Company, of Peoria, IIL, 
which has its factory at Deming, in the 
Territory of New Mexico. He shows 
clearly the competition with and the 
cost of canaigre, and the possibility of 
this product being able to compete 
years. I respectfully recommend that 
you put a duty of 11%4 cents per pound 
on gambier in order that the canaigre 
industry may be fostered. This indus- 


try will give employment to a large 
number of employees in Mexico, Ari- 


zona, and Texas. A great advantage 


| of this product is that it is produced 


upon soils without irrigation, on the 
most arid plains, and a great portion 
of the work in connection with it is 
done during the winter months, when 
labor can be obtained cheaply. But the 
persons who are engaged in the in- 
dustry, I am informed, cannot com- 
pete with gambier in the markets of 
the United States, because their busi- 
ness is not sufficiently advanced at 
present to enable them to do so, and 
there is no inducement for capitalists 
to invest a large amount of money in 
it when it is certain that, for a period 
of about five years, they will have to 
lose rather than gain in income. I am 
informed that this industry, when it is 
fully developed to the capacity re- 
quired, will give employment to several 
thousand men. It will produce an ar- 
ticle which will relieve the great ex- 
penditure of oak and hemlock barks 
now used in the tanning of leather. 
Canaigre, I am told, need not be 
mixed with the barks at all, but the 
leather can be tanned with it alone. 
This will save the forests to a great 
extent, and, at the same time, will 
utilize land which is now absolutely 
desert for any other purpose—an en- 
terprise which, it seems to me, ought 
to be encouraged. We have a vast 
area of arid lands in the United States 
which can never be put to any practi- 
cal use unless we find some plants 
which will grow on them without ir- 
rigation, like the plant in question. 
This plant is like the Kaffir corn, which 
is said to grow with very little mois- 
ture. It is safe to say that ene-fourth 
or one-fifth of the area of New Mexico 
and of Arizona can be brought under 
cultivation by the use of this plant, and 
there is no doubt that its cultivation 
would result in a great saving of ex- 
pense in the tanning of leather. As it 


| can do but little harm to any possible 


industry, it seems to me that the duty 
which is asked to be imposed on gam- 
bier is so inconsiderable that no one can 
refuse to do it. I therefore earnestly 
request your consideration of the mat- 
ter, and hope you will place upon the 
article the duty which is asked.”

At first sight this seems remark- 
able, especially when it is remembered 
that the demand for shellac, irrespect- 
ive of variations in prices, is steadily 
increasing, that the commodity is in- 
dispensable in a good many manufac- 
tures, and that no substitute for it has } 
yet been discovered. The present ab- 
normally low price has been brought 
about by natural and economical condi- 


tions, from the effects of which, as soon 
as they disappear, there is likely to be a 
sharp reaction. It is hardly necessary 
to state, except for the benefit of a few, 
that the shellac of commerce is the pre- 
pared product of an insect called coccus 
lacca. This insect exudes a resinous, oF 
waxy substance, which is collected from 
the trees on which it lives, and is pre- 
pared for the market in three different 
ways. The varieties thus produced are 
the orange, which used for making 
the lighter colored varnishes, the gar- 
net, which is somewhat darker, and the 
button, for which there is a relatively 
limited demand in the manufacture of 
the frames of silk hats. It is the or- 
ange variety of which there {s the larg- 
est consumption, and of which there is 
also the jargest supply. When it is 
borne in mind how many purposes 
shellac is employed for—as, for instance, 
in the manufacture of varnishes, seal- 
ing wax, lacquer, hats, electric cables, 
composition for ships’ bottoms, ete.—it 
will be seen that it plays a very im- 
portant part in the business of the 
produce market.

acter. In the first place, there was &a 
large crop last year, and the position 
thus caused was aggravated by the In- 
dian famine, and more particularly by 
the state of the Indian money market 
and the high rates for money, which 
compelled holders to push forward all 
their available stocks. Practically the 
bulk .of the supply comes from India; 
so the pressure of dear money, which 
has affected native manufacturers and 
driven them to their wits’ ends, is a 
most important factor in the problem. 
This pushing forward of the accumula- 
tions of shellac on the other side has 
naturally had the effect of making the 
stocks on this side creep gradually up; 
hence the prevailing price of the com- 
modity in the European market. The 
stock of “orange,”’ including ‘“‘TN” and 
the finer brands was, for the first week 
in April, 32,948 chests, compared with 
the 20,241 chests at the corresponding 
period of the last year, and the total 
stock of all sorts 43,283 chests, against 
32,168 chests last year. The average 
spot price for “TN” is now GAs, a hun- 
dredweight, as against 96s. last year, 
and 106s. in 1895; or, if we take Oc- 
tober of that year, as against 120s. 
It is interesting to refer back to the 
1877-78 famine in India, when shellac 
was also forced forward, and the mar- 
ket was depressed at prices 
from 70s. to 80s. Directly, however, 
the supplies were arrested by the natu- 
ral process of exhaustion there was a 
sharp rebound, and very high figures 
ruled, thus proving that shelac must 
be had by consumers, no matter what 
its cost may be.

The Prakke Grond is the building in 
which the Amsterdam auctions are 
held. It corresponds to our commer- 
cial sale rooms, the mart and a few 
other sale rooms rolled into one. 


Cocoa, coffee, furniture, houses, and a 
few other forms of commodity are put 
to the hammer within its walls. But 
the article in whose sale by auction at 
the Brakke Grond we are interested is 
cinchona bark. On this Thursday, and 
between the hours of 11 and 3, some 
480,000 kilograms of bark are being of- 
fered for purchase, the principals, rep- 
resentatives, and agents of the quinine 
manufacturers of the world being the 
prospective buyers of practically all 
this. ;

Each importer’s lots appear 
distinct and separated from others, and, | 
as a rule, three or four men are named | 
in the catalogue by each importer 4s | 
his selling brokers. Now, when the | 
maker of a bid has a lot knocked down | 
to him he says which of the selling | 
brokers named is his buyer, and to that 
broker is paid the commission for the 
sale of the bark, the buyer paying no 
commission whatever. This works un- 
fairly, as will be seen, and is a thing 
which, one would say, is destined to be 
done away with before long. Through 
the anomaly of it, it must happen that 
one broker is forced to do the same | 
work for nothing as that which another 
gets paid for. If the importer only 
names one selling broker, that one 
must, of course, have the commission; 
but when there are several it is possible 
for one importer’s goods after another 
to be sold without a selling broker, al- 
though he is named by each, receiving 
a penny in commission. 

This is only one example of the loose 
way in which the bark trade has been 
managed, and in its effect, though in- 
jurious to an interested class, and, 
therefore, likely to tell against business 
in the article as a whole, has not placed 
the Amsterdam bark market in such 
jeopardy as other practices. Of these 
the reader will learn as we proceed. 
We can stay for a few moments longer 
in the Brakke Grond and then inquire 
into cinchona bark in its other stages 
from Java to the quinine makers. Tak- 
ing a seat at the rear of the auction 
room, With a piano and one or two | 
other pieces of furniture as a back- 
ground, we witness the disposal of the 
last few lots on the catalogue. The 
auctioneer descends from his box above 
and the brokers begin to cluster round 
one of their number, who, with his 
clerk, appears to be busy making rapid

It has become evident during the prog- 
ress of the auction that a material ad- 
vance has taken place in the “unit’’— 
that is, on the rate per unit centage

for every unit per cent. of quinine in| 


the half-kilogram of bark. The “unit” 
in London is reckoned similarly with 
the exception that, of course, the pound 
is substituted for half-kilogram, and 
that the price is stated in pence instead 
of cents.

prime mover in the first reform, so one 
of the youngest among them was a 
prime mover in the second reform.

rendered almost impossible, and the 
greatest possible guarantee obtained 
that each small sample is an absolute 
average of the lot it represents. The 
brokers appointed now attend the tak- 
ing of the average sample (about 10 
kos.), the grinding of this, the dis- 
tribution and mixing of it, the placing 
of it into the small sample bags, and 
finally the sealing of the bags, so that 
everything is treated in as fair and im- 
partial a manner as possible. Every 
bale of bark is, moreover, put out open 
on the floors, duly marked with the lot 
and warehouse number, and buyers are 
allowed to take samples in whatever 
manner they desire. Nearly two-thirds 
of the bark now brought to market 
find their way to this establishment, 
the rest being at the establishment al- 
ready noticed. 


On this warehouse and the

appearance of the long rows of cases | 


and bales packed close together from 
end to end and side to side of the rooms 
is a sight worth seeing by every phar- 
macist. More than double the space 
is given to the exhibition of bark in this 
warehouse than to that of all the drugs 
on view at the dock warehouses for the 
London fortnightly auctions. 
than 7,000 packages of bark can be 
shown side by side on the floors of these 
two rooms, and it has often happened 
that 15,000 packages have actually 
been in the warehouse at one time. 
The sampling is done in an ingenious 
manner. From the top and middle of 
every bale, in each lot, a quantity is 
taken, and put into a large tin by the 
workmen, under the superintendence of 
a selling broker. The tins, correspond- 
ing in number to the number of the lots 
on sale, are then taken to the sampling 
room, and each is_ separately dis- 
charged into a small but powerful 
grinding machine, driven by electricity, 
the contents of each tin being, of 
course, kept separate from the rest. 
The material is quickly reduced to 
powder and falls into the receiver. The 
contents of this are then thoroughly 
mixed, and taken to a table, where a 
box stands, fitted with some twenty

small hoppers, opening into a receptacle | 


beneath. Underneath the hoppers 
twenty small sample bags are placed. 
Over the hoppers is a 
panel, and upon the latter is thrown 
the ground and mixed powder. On top 
of this a partitioned metal contriv- 
ance, with its divisions coming exactly 
over the borders of the hoppers beneath, 
is fixed; this divides the powder into 
Square heaps. Any excess of powder is 
then removed, and the sliding out of 
the glass panel next causes the bark to 
fall through the hoppers into the bags 
beneath, each little square heap drop- 
ping precisely into the bag waiting fot 
it. The bags are then removed, closed 
and sealed by a patent device, and 
placed in the tin box, after which the 
whole operation is repeated with the 
next lot, A room is provided adjoining 
the sample room, where fixtures line 
the walls, and hold some hundreds of 
these tins, which contain samples of 
bark in stock in the warehouse. A 
small charge ii made to any one apply- 
ing for such a sample. And so start- 
ing from the stage at which the bark 
enters the warehouse we arrive at the 
point when it goes to the analyst, 

The difficulties in obtaining reliable 
analyses of the barks will from the be- 
ginning have been much the same as 
those experienced on the London mar- 


ket, and, when one sees the old cata- | 


logues, it is astonishing to note the va- | 


riety of results often obtained for one 
and the same parcel. Mr. Bernelot 
Moens, the well-known figure in bark 
circles years ago, and Dr. Koppeschaar, 
set to work, however, and the result is 
that there are now fairly accurate 
analyses published in the catalogues for 
every lot, a change which has been 
evident since the year 1887. 

It is only from about that date that 
anything like detailed statistics of the 
bark sales began to be collected and 
preserved. As showing how service- 
able statistics, properly kept, are to the 
student of a movement, the following 
may be considered:

Drawback Regulations on imported 
Alcohol, 

Washington, April 23, 18v7. 

Drawback regulations have been is- 
sued by the Treasury Department for 
rebate of duty on imported alcohol 
used in the manufacture of a proprie- 
tary medicine which is of special in- 
terest as being among the first issued 
since the recent general modification of 
the drawback regulations. They are as 
follows: 5 

“On the exportations of ‘Radways 
Ready Relief,’ manufactured by Rad- 
way & Company of New York, in part 
from imported alcohol, a drawback will 
be allowed equal in amount to the du- 
ties paid on the alcohol so used, less 
the legal deduction of 1 per cent.; 
provided that no other than duty-paid 
alcohol has been used in the manufac- 


ture. 
“The entry under which the mer- 
chandise is to be inspected and laden 


must show, separately, the sizes of 
the shipping cases, the number of cases 
of each size, the number and nominal 
size of the bottles in each case and 
the quantity of the exported article in 
each case and in the entire shipment, 
together with the alcoholic test of the 
same. 

“The -manufacturer’s declaration 
the drawback entry must show 
quantity of the article exported,

cohol appearing therein, and the quan- 
tity of absolute alcohol to be added 
thereto, to compensate for loss or dis- 
appearance of the same in the process

“Such declaration must further show, 
in addition to the usual averments, that 
the article was manufactured and 
packed for shipment in manner as set 
forth in the manufacturer’s sworn 
statement and schedule dated January

toms at New York. 

“Samples shall be taken as ordered 
by the Collector, and submitted to the 
appraiser for verification of the manu- 
exporters’ declarations 
relative to the average size and aver- 
age contents of the bottles, and for

LINSEED OIL.—Contrary to the gen- 
eral expectation of the trade at large, 
the market has witnessed a sharp de- 
cline, time when existing cordi- 
tions would seem to have favored a 
maintenance of the last advance. A 
leading independent mill has reduced 
its price to 20c., and this cut is being 
generally met, although no one is urg- 


ata 


ing sales at this figure. Considered 
as a whole, trade may be said to be 
dull. The continuance of hard times 
retards actual consumption. What 
little new business is reported is con- 
fined almost wholly to small lots. Con- 


siderable quantities of oil are being de- 
livered on contract, but it has devel- 
oped that the free selling of futures 
has proved a two-edged sword, inas- 
much as grinders and jobbers have 
sold cheap oil freely to country dealers 
against their own favorable contracts. 
The outlook cannot be called bright. 
There is a fairly good surplus on hand, 
despite the fact that a considerable 
percentage of the Western mills are 
closed down, and it is, to say the least, 
exceedingly doubtful whether the over- 
plus will be absorbed before the close of 
the current crop year. 

FLAXSEED.—The total movement of 
seed at this point, for the period unde 
review, has been rather more encour- 
aging to those who are hoping for a 
reduction in local stocks. While, 
compared with the week before, re- 
‘eipts have fallen off only 4,230 bush- 
els, shipments have been nearly three 
times as large, the increase having 
been 112,546 bushels. During tne cor- 
responding week of last year receipts 
were more than four times as liberal, 
while shipments were less than 
fourth those of the past week. A sum- 
mary of the daily postings of the 
retary of the Board of Trade, on 
‘Change, relative to the respective pe- 
riods mentioned, is given below:

The bulletin of the registrar showed 
the week to have opened with a de- 
crease of 123,564 bushels in local stocks. 
It should be remarked in this direction, 
however, that this statement does not 
include 141,386 bushels (127,000 bushels 
of which were shipped by vessel) with- 
drawn from store within 48 hours after 
the date covered by the report. ‘The 
quantity in public storage at that date 
was 677,072 bushels (about 73 per cent. 
greater than the amount reported in the 
same class of bins a year ago, but the 
proportion of inferior seed is vastly 
larger now than then. Duluth reports 
an increase of 88,263 bushels, and Min- 
neapolis a decline of 14,429 bushels, The 
net result is a decrease of 350,010 bush- 
els in the visible supply in the North- 
west, as apparently shown at these 
three points. Your correspondent has, 
however, been shown some carefully 
prepared reports from the Dakotas, 
which, if they are correct, indicate that 
the percentage of the current crop yet 
awaiting shipment is larger than has 
been generally supposed. The _ sub- 
joined tabular statement presents a 
comparative view of Northwestern 
Stocks of flaxseed on the dates therein 
named. It is compiled from official re- 
turns, but only Chicago stocks can be 
given by grades. It will be observed 
that the visible supply is about 20 per 
cent. bushels more than a year ago:

Arrivals during the past week have 
been very light. The daily official bul- 
letins of the inspector show only 54 
cars to have been inspected in, as 
against 77 cars last week and 132 cars 
two weeks ago.

T6c., and closing at about 76l4c., sell- 
ers; the total fluctuation for the week 
being 4144c. July opened at Tdc., appre- 
ciated to 7S8i4c., and finally sold, in a 
small way, at 77!sc. The total ime 
of business reported was 103,500 bush- 
els. Some 120,000 bushels was about 


the limit of trading in September seed. 
The price ranged from 76Meec. to T9e., 
the market opening at the inside and 
closing at 77sec. There were exchanges 
of May to July (55,000 bushels) at 1@ 
l4%c. premium; of May to September 
(0U,00U busehls), 2@215c.; and of July to 
September (5,000 bushels), at 1'4e. 
premium for new crop seed. To-day’s 
market closed with a continuance of 
speculative interest, and with exporters 
willing to negotiate. On the whole, the 
outlook favors a continued reduction of 
stocks, unless we are swamped by the 
seed yet remaining back in the country. 

OIL CAKE.—A little more business 
is reported this week, owing, in part 
at least, to crushers being willing to 
accept yet lower prices. Most of the 
trading has been on the basis of $13.50 
per ton, although a few sales of spe- 
cial brands were effected at $14. At 
the decline the market showed a little 
more steadiness. It is understood that 
somewhat better domestic freight 
rates are obtainable, which consti- 
tutes a favorable element in the situa- 
tion, and there may be said to exist a 
moderate inquiry, although there is no 
reason to look for an advance. The 
demand for meal is about up to the 
average for the season, and the market 
is nominally quotable at $14@14.50 
per ton in car lots. 

OLEO OIL.—For some reason, not 
easily explained, the Holland market 
has suffered a decline of nearly 3c. 
per pound. Extra grades opened at 40 
florins, but later weakened to 88 fl, 
under the influence of freer offerings 
on a falling market. The downward 
tendency has awakened some surprise, 
particularly in view of the fact that 


stocks at Rotterdam were light and 
the foreign butter market stronger. 


Sales for the week are estimated at 
about 3,800 tierces, as against some 
2,000 tierces the week before. At the 
same time, more liberal arrivals have 
resulted in an increase of stocks, which 
are at present estimated at about 
2,000 tierces. There has been virtually 
no demand for medium and _ lower 
grades. Neutral lard has sympathized 
in the decline. To-day’s cables, how- 
ever, indicated some tendency toward 
a recovery of values and a slight re- 
action. The local market is dull and 
exhibits little strength. 

LARD OIL.—A quiet, and rather un- 
settled, lard market has not favored 
an advance. Neither has the demand 
been of a character other than that in- 
cident to the season. Buyers confine 
their orders to current needs, which 
are nothing more than normal. The 
prime grades—No. 1 and extra No. 1— 
are quoted by pressers at 31@35c., ac- 
cording to brand, quality and quantity, 
while the lower grades—No. 1 and No, 
2—are dull and heavy at 23@25c, 
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LARD.—The week, on the whole, has 
been rather uneventful, although quo- 
tations have fluctuated, sometimes ab- 
ruptly. Early in the week there were 
free offerings, joined to a fair demand. 
At the close there was an easier, al- 
rather sensitive, feeling along

LINSEED OIL.—Conditions remain 
practically unchanged. During the 
week only a feeble movement of oil 
was noticed, and no one seemed at all 
inclined to cover more than immediate 
wants. While the weather was raw 
and unseasonable, other reasons con- 
tributed to the dull state of trade, 
among which are the distress caused 
by the floods-and the general lack of 
money in the country. Manufacturers 
of oil have not deemed it advisable to 
disturb the price, and, accordingly, are 
quoting at 3lc. for raw, on the basis 
of carloads, though this is more nom- 
inal than otherwise, inasmuch as buy- 
ers of ordinary quantities are being 
accommodated at that figure.

Slavery Abolished in Zanzibar. 


A decree was issued April 6 by the 
Sultan of Zanzibar, abolishing slavery 
in the Protectorate. Compensation will 
be paid by the Zanzibar Government for 
legally held slaves. It is generally 
feared that the greater portion of the 
clove crop will remain unpicked in the 
future. This coming on the present 
short crop, which is fully 50 per cent. 
under that of last year, will cause a 
serious diminution in the Zanzibar 
revenues, which have already been 
heavily drained owing to the damage 
done by the bombardment. The effect 
of this decree on the clove market may 
be considerable, though, so far as Lon- 
don is concerned, the new condition of 
things has already been partly antici- 
pated by recent speculation. It seems 
to be generally admitted that the pro- 
duction of Zanzibar cloves at the prices 
that have lately ruled has been pos- 
sible only because of slave labor, and 
the British Representative has been 
specially instructed to do everything he 
can to prevent the finances of the Pro- 
tectorate, which depend upon the ex- 
port duty on cloves, from being disor- 
ganized by the liberation of the slaves, 
who are estimated to number two- 
thirds of the population of Zanzibar, 
and are mainly engaged on the clove 
plantations. It is feared that the lib- 
erated slaves will desert the planta- 
tions in a body, and he is therefore 
given a free hand, either to arrange for 
the importation of Indian coolies, or to 
prohibit runaway slaves from leaving 
the islands, or even to compel them to 
work during the gathering of the clove 
crop.

Contribution to the Knowledge of 


Strychnine Drugs.* 


BY G. SANDER, 


Herr Sander has investigated the na- 
ture of strychnic or igasuric acid, and 
the different methods for the determi- 
nation and the separation of strychnine 
and brucine, as many varying and con- 
tradictory statements have been made 
on this subject 

Tas. acid existing in the official 
strychnine drugs, nux vomica and 
Fabae St. Ignatii, has been generally 
described as “igasuric acid,’’ and the 
plant bases as existing in the drug as 
igasurates. Although igasuric acid has 
been regarded as a form of tannic acid, 
it has not been ascertained to which 
class of tannins it belonged. In order 
to obtain further information respecting 
this acid, Herr G. Sander prepared in 
the first instance some purest possible 
material. The pure acid was obtained 
by fractional precipitation of a cold al- 
coholic extract with lead acetate, and 
the lead precipitated decomposed with 
sulphuretted hydrogen. The acid so 
prepared was an amorphous brownish-

yellow substance, which could be easily 
rubbed down and powdered. The acids 
obtained from both drugs appear from 
many agreeing reactions to be identi- 
eal. A series of reactions with ferric 
chloride, lead acetate, silver nitrate, 
bromine, etc., pointed to a marked 
agreement with caffetannic acid. When 
the “igasuric acid” is treated with pot- 
ash it is split up into another acid with 
formation of a sugar. This acid proved 
to be caffeic acid. The so-called iga- 
suric acid is, then, nothing more than 
caffetannic acid, but whether the alka- 
loids exist in the drugs in combination 
with this acid must remain for future 
investigation. 


The various methods for determina- 
tion of the total alkaloids in these 
drugs—dependent upon _ precipitation 
with Mayer’s reagent, potassic ferro- 
cyanide, tannic acid, or on _ titrating 
with acid the residuary alkaloids ex- 
tracted by solvents—are unsatisfac- 
tory. The titration value of the two 
alkaloids, strychnine and brucine, be- 
ing different, correct results are only 
to be obtained when the proportion of 
the two alkaloids in the mixture is 
known. A method must therefore be 
sought that should give a pure alka- 
lodial residue which could be weighed, 
as expressing accurately the amount of 
the total alkaloids. Keller’s process 


was found to be the best to give a pure 
white crystalline alkaloid without any 


admixture of impurity, and this process

Saturday Evening, April 24, 1897. 


The past week has been one of un- 
usual dullness as regards heavy chem- 
icals. Prices do not show any signs of 
improvement; if anything, they are 
lower than ever known before for al- 
kali. There are rumors afloat that the 
Senate may increase the present duty 
on soda ash. Caustic soda continues 
to come freely to hand, shipments be- 
ing pushed forward in order to secure 
the benefit of the old tariff. Sal soda 
is dull, and the same may be said of 
salt cake. Bleaching powder continues 
scarce on the spot, and full prices are 
easily obtained for high test grades. 
Chlorate of potash is lower, owing to 
free arrivals. Brimstone continues 
weak and depressed. Nitrate of soda is 
a shade easier both for spot and for- 
ward. The other light chemicals and 
acids show few changes as regards val- 





ues, though the demand is not at all 
urgent, either for spot or forward. In 
their letter, under date of Liverpool, 
April 18, 1897, Messrs. J. P. Brunner 
& Co. say: 





“We are on the eve of the Easter 
holidays, and at this season of the year | 
manufacturers in the Lancashire ee 
trict frequently shut down a portion of 
their plant for repairs. This year, how- | 
ever, they appear to be busier than | 
usual, and it is reported that there is 
to be no stoppage of works during 
Easter, which is a healthy sign. Soda 
ash, being well controlled by makers, 
is firm for most markets, although 
American business is still on a specfal 
low footing; prices vary according to 
export market, and the nearest spot 
range for tierces may be called about 
as follows: Leblanc ash, 48 per cent., 
£4 10s. to £4 15s. per ton; 58 per cent., 
£4 15s. to £4 5s. per ton, net cash. 
Ammonia ash, 48 per cent., £3 5s. to £4 
per ton; 58 per cent., £3 10s. to £4 5s. 
per ton, net cash. Bags, 5s. per ton 
under price for tierces; special terms 
for American business. Soda crystals 
are selling at £2. 17s. 6d. per ton, less 
5 per cent. for barrels, and 7s. less 
for bags, but American orders would 
be placed on a special footing. Caustic 
soda is in good all-round steady de- 
mand and firmly held. We quote near- 
est spot range as to market, about as 
follows: GO per cent., £6 3s. 9d. to £6 5s. 
per ton; 70 per cent., £7 3s. 9d. to £7 5s. 
per ton, net cash. 74 per cent., £8 2s. 
6d. to £8 5s. per ton; 76 per cent., £8 
15s. to £9 5s, per ton, net cash. Bleach- 
ing powder is not active, but is well 
maintained at £6 15s, to £7 per ton, net 
cash, for hardwood packages, as to des- 
tination. Chlorate of potash hangs 
fire, and 444d, to 414d. per lb. may be 
called about nearest spot value, but 
there is not sufficient business passing 





to test the market. Bicarb soda in re- 
quest, at £6 15s. per ton, less 2% per 
cent., for the finest quality in one cwt. 
kegs, with usual allowances for larger 
packages. Sulphate of ammonia neg- 
lected, and nominally quoted at about 
£7 17s. Gd. to £8 2s. 6d, per. ton, less 
2% per cent., for good gray 24@25 per 
cent. in double bags f. o. b. here ,as to 
quality. Nitrate of soda rather slow at 
£S to £8 7s. Gd. per ton, less 2% 
per cent., for double bags f. o. b, here, 
as to quantity and quality.”

ALKALI.—The market continues dull 
and depressed, even though some deal- 
ers are trying to put some life into 
trade by reports of a possible increase 
in the present tariff by the Senate.

Foreign is selling only 
in a jobbing way at 34@3%c., as to 
brand, quantity and port of delivery. 

CRYSTAL CARBONATE.—There is 
still a good demand for early shipment 
to arrive, if possible, before the tariff 
bill is passed by the Senate. Prices re- 
main unchanged and may be quoted at 
1.65c@1.75c., as to quantity and date 
of delivery, with sales reported of 60 
tons within the range. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Trade, as might be 
expected after the recent large arrivals 
of foreign make, has been rather quiet.

SAL SODA.—There is a good jobbing 
demand for domestic, both for spot and 
forward delivery.

Modification of the Thalleoquin Test 
for Quinine. 
BY F. S. HYDE. 


It is extremely important for the suc- 
cess of this test that the reagents em- 
ployed should be dilute. Some author- 
ities give the quantity of each reagent 
necessary, without stating the proper 
dilution, thereby causing much incon- 
venience. 

The light green coloration produced 
on porcelain by contact of the quinine 
salt with weak bromine or chlorine wa- 
ter and ammonia is not nearly so strik- 
ing as the brilliant emerald green col- 
or obtained by using dilute solutions 
in a test-tube. 

Usually, the analyst deals with un- 
known quantities, or mere traces, but, 
for experiment, it will be found con- 
venient to use from three to five milli- 
grams of the quinine salt for each test. 
(With larger amounts there is a tend- 
ency to form bulky precipitates.) 

For example, place three to five milli- 
grams (0.003—0.005 gram) quinine sul- 
phate in a test-tube and add about five 
ce. distilled water. Acidulate with one 
drop (not more) of dilute sulphuric 
acid (1:4) which immediately dissolves 
the quinine sulphate with a blue fluor- 
escence. An excess of the acid should 
be avoided, 

At this point various authorities rec- 
ommend the addition of weak bromine 
or chlorine water; but the writer has 
found that if a clear, filtered solution 
of calcium hypochlorite (bleaching 
powder) be substituted for the bromine 
or chlorine water, the results will be 
more satisfactory so far as certainty 
and brilliancy of the test are con- 
cerned, 

The points to be observed are as fol- 
lows: After acidulation with one drop 
of sulphuric acid (1:4), the hypochlorite 
solution is added through a small fil- 
ter to the quinine solution in the test- 
tube, until the blue fluorescence just 
disappears, and the solution acquires 
a faint golden tint; then add a few

built hotels simply could not accommo- 
date the great crowds that flocked in.

house, A building lot of twenty feet 
front rented for $50 a month, and 
choice locations were scarce at that 
price. 

The men and women who rushed to 
the new field to make their fortunes 
came from all points of the compass. 
Pittsburgh, Bradford, Oil City, Buffalo, 
Rochester and many other cities helped 
to swell the crowd. The new town was 
a paradise for crooks of high and low 
degree. Gambling houses were run 
wide open, and games of every de- 
scription flourished. The town boast- 
ed of more than a hundred saloons, and 
no attention was paid to securing a 
license. The people were too busy get- 
ting rich to bother about so small a 
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ing was completed. He had no time 
to lose, so he put two whisky barrels 
on end, utilized a plank for a bar, and 
began business at the side of the street. 
The first day his receipts were $72. 
Money flowed like water. 

Richburg at that time had two solid 
banks, a water works system, an elec- 
tric fire alarm system, two hose com- 
panies, a fine high school building, a 
brick church that cost $10,000, a pros- 
pective street railroad, machine shops, 
oil well supply factories, a_ nitro- 
glycerine factory, and two daily news- 
papers. The Oil Echo was printed on 
a three-revolution Hoe press, possessed 
a news franchise, and was as lively as 
the town. About the time the boom 
burst the Echo office was destroyed by 
fire, and the editor walked out of town 
because he did not have money to buy 
a ticket. 

As soon as the oil boom was fairly 
under way a narrow gauge railroad 
was built to Richburg from Friendship 
and was then continued down the val- 
ley to Olean. The first month a

records show that that the freight re- 


ceipts amounted to more than 
$12,000. In a_ short time a rail- 
road was built over the hills from 
Bradford to Bolivar, and_ thence 


across a new extension of the oil field 
to Wellsville, on the Erie Railroaod. A 
spur was built from Bolivar to Rich- 
burg and a train run every half hour, 
It was called the dinky line. The en- 
gine was a cross between a cook stove 
and a fanning mill, but it had a whistle 
that could wake all the dormant echoes 
within ten miles, Some days this 
dinky train carried as many as seven 
hundred passengers. 

The principal part of the criminal 
business of the county courts came 
from Richburg and the outlying oil 
field. Holdups were of nightly occur- 
rence, and the farmer who came into 
town with a load of produce had to 
bring a hired man with him to guard 
his load if he expected to realize any- 
thing from it. The most unprovoked 
murder that ever occurred in the 
county was committed on the main 





when John C. McCarthy, a desperado, 
who had drifted in with the oil boom, 
stabbed Patrick Markey, a tool dresser, 
in front of a saloon. Quick-witted 
officers saved McCarthy from being 
lynched, Horace Bemis, one of the 
leading criminal lawyers in the State 
at that time, defended McCarthy. 
Judge Charles Daniels presided at the 
trial. McCarthy was hanged at Ange- 
lica in the following March. 

In Richburg everybody was simply 
oil crazy. Wells were drilled in the 
center of the town on garden lots, and 
the little village cemetery was_ sur- 
rounded by oil derricks. Even the 
church people caught the fever, and a 
well was drilled on the parsonage lot. 
It did not prove to be a winner, and 
the trustees decided to invest no more 
church funds in that kind of gamble. 
A preacher speculated on the oil mar- 
ket during the week, and pointed out 
the straight and narrow path on Sun- 
day, and no one chided him in the 
least. 

No boom lasts long. In May, 1882, 
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Cherry Grove, down in Pennsylvania, 
caused a great slump in the oil mar- 
ket, and Richburg’s floating population 
flocked to the new and more promising 
field. There is nothing more fickle 
than the floating population of a boom 
town in the oil country. This was the 
beginning of the end of Richburg’s 
greatness. 30livar, a hamlet a mile 
down the valley, began to boom in the 
spring of 1882, and soon Richburg be- 
gan to go to Fires wiped out 
some of the finest buildings, and others 
were torn down and moved to adjacent 
villages. Buildings that cost thousands 
of dollars went for a mere song. The 
fine opera house was converted into a 
cheese factory. The railroads were 
long ago torn up, and a stage line again 
connects Richburg with the outside 
world. The 300 people who live there: 
to-day are very loyal to the deserted 
city and to the village charter. Even: 
the oldest resident dates everything 
from the oil excitement. He does not 
remember much that happened before: 
that, because there was little to re-- 
member.

Stranding of 600 Whales. 


Toward the end of September an enor- 
mous school of a species of whale 
called the Caaing whale ran ashore in 
Teal inlet. Teal inlet is a small creek, 
one and one-half miles long, opening 
into Port Salvador, which, in turn, 
opens into the South Atlantic by a very 
narrow opening. It was my good for- 
tune, writes George Hewlett, surgeon of 
the royal navy, to see some hundreds 
of these whales on the beach at the time 
of my visit. One morning a whirlwind 
appeared to be approaching over the 
water in the bay of San Salvador, and 
soon this was made out to be an enor- 
mous school of whales, so thick that 
they seemed to be jostling each other, 
nothing but fins and tails, and the 
water in foam all around. This was on 
a flowing tide, and they came in the 
inlet itself, describing sort of cycloidal 
curves, until the inshore part of the 
squadron took on a kelp reef, and then 
a sudden panic seemed to seize them all, 
and the unfortunate animals came up 
the inlet full speed, with the sea boil- 
ing in front of them and a great wave 
coming after them, and they piled in 
hundreds on the beach, 

Then, as there was a rising tide, they 
got off again, but only to charge the op- 
posite beach, and so on till the falling 
tide and loss of strength left them high 
and dry all around the dreary bay. 

Very few, old or young, lived more 
than a quarter of an hour after their 
stranding. By evening, after that tide 
had ebbed, there were only five whales 
afloat out of more than 500 that had 
been afloat that morning, to be seen, 
and they swam around and around for 
awhile, and then, as if disdaining to live 
when all their companions were dead, 
they made straight for the beach, and 
in a few moments they, also, had passed 
forever out of existence. 

Circumstances made it impossible to 
use the blubber. Some of the bodies 
have been burned; they burn like a 
great oil shed. The spring tides for- 
tunately floated others up and down and 
dispersed them. One cannot help re- 
gretting that a ship load of the savages 
from Terra del Fuego, over the way, 
could not have been let loose at them. 
They, of course, would have lived be- 
side the bodies, and eaten their way 
steadily on till the banquet was fin- 
ished.—London Field, ..
